A perennial with 
almost evergreen rosettes of picot-edged leaves which 
taste exactly like cucumber in salad.

Catnip—Nepeta Cataria. Velvety, heart-shaped 
leaved perennial strongly attractive to cats.

Sweet Cicely—Myrrhis odorata. Ferny-leaved peren- 
nial with lovely white blossoms in May. Scented like 
the exotic perfume for which it is named. Seeds take 
nine months to come up. If planted in the fall they 
germinate in the spring.

Coriander—Coriandrum sativum.  Early-flowered 
annual with umbels of delicate pink. Pleasant tasting 
round seeds used in cookies.

Trim, finely cut- 
leaved annual with blue flowers followed by savory 
black seeds which may be substituted for Poppy

A tender 
perennial with leaves and seeds of stronger flavor, 
used for seasoning and tea.

Flax—Linum usitatissimum. Annual Flax is the 
source of Linseed oil. The shiny brown seeds of medi- 
cinal property ripen in July.

Each 
day a new set of blossoms opens all through the 
summer.

Safflower, False Saffron—Carthamus tinctorius. An- 
nual herb with prickly leaves, yellow  thistle-like 
blossoms.
